Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Haiyana  in  the  Twenty- 
seventh  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India  as  follows : — 

1 . This  Act  may  be  called  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure  (Haryana 
Amendment  and  Validation)  Act,  1976. 

2.  After  sub-section  (1)  of  section  II  of  the  Code  of  Criminal 
Procedure,  1 973  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  principal  Act),  the  following 
sub-section  shall  be  inserted  and  dial!  always  be  deemed  to  have  been  inserted, 
namely: — 

“(1  -A)  The  State  Government  may  likewise  establish  as  many 
Courts  of  Judicial  Magistrates  ofthe  first  class  andofthe  second 
class  in  respect  to  particular  cases  or  to  particular  class  or  classes 
of  cases,  orto  cases  generally  in  any  local  areas.”. 

3.  In  section  13  of  the  principal  Act, — 

(a)  for  the  words  “second  class”,  the  words  “first  class  or  second 
class”  shall  be  substituted  and  shall  always  be  deemed  to  have 
been  substituted; 

(b)  for  the  words  “in  any  district”,  the  words  “in  any  local  area” 
snail  be  sii'usiirutedand  shall  always  be  oeerricd  to  have  been 
substituted.
